Drawings 

1 . The drawings were received on October 04, 2007. These drawings are acceptable. 

Response to Amendment 

2. Claims 1, 12, and 15 have been amended to overcome the rejections made under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, 
first paragraph. 

Accordingly, the rejections have been withdrawn. 

Examiner's Amendment 

3. An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or additions be 
unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided by 37 CFR 1.312. To ensure 
consideration of such an amendment, it MUST be submitted no later than the payment of the issue fee. 

Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview with Jeffrey S. 
Schoenwald on October 04, 2007. 

The application has been amended as follows: 

Regarding claim 12: On line 10 of the claim, please replace the claim limitation, "the slave data 
driver" with "a slave data driver". 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

As to claim 1, none of the prior arts of record teaches a liquid crystal display comprising a master 
driver configured to sequentially apply one of data voltages to a data line in a second sub-period of a 
present horizontal period and a slave driver configured to store the data voltage applied to the data line in 
the second sub-period of the present horizontal period and to apply the stored data voltage to the data line 
in a first sub-period of a next horizontal period. 
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As to claim 12, none of the prior arts of record teaches a method of driving a liquid crystal 
display comprising applying a first data voltage to a data line during scanning of a first gate line, 
receiving the first data voltage from the data line, storing the first data voltage during the scanning of the 
first gate line, applying the stored first data voltage to the data line during a first sub-period of scanning of 
a second gate line, and applying a second data voltage to the data line during a second sub-period of the 
scanning of the second gate line. 

As to claim 15, none of the prior arts of record teaches a liquid crystal display comprising a 
master driver configured to apply a first data voltage to a data line in a second sub-period of a first 
horizontal period and a second data voltage to the data line during a second sub-period of a second 
horizontal period and a slave driver configured to store the first data voltage in the second sub-period of 
the first horizontal period and to apply the stored first data voltage in a first sub-period of the second 
horizontal period.
